1. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 4, the phrase "a central axis" should be (said central axis) if the 
previously claimed central axis (claim 1, line 2) is intended.
